* done accordingly yefterday. Noon by the favour of 
* the Tide and Wind, fo that thefe Regiments got 
* thither early in the Evening,and marching-all Night

‘the Body of Troops commanded by Brigadier 
* Scratemberg. Yefterday Morning, the Regiment 
* of Dragoons of Schulenburg, and Heuckelom’s of

‘ the Garrifon of that Place : On their approach the 
* Enemy fir’d fome Cannon fhor at them, but with- 
* out effe&. In the Afternoon a Detachment of 
* 2500 Men was drawn out of the Batrallions of 
* Salis, Dedem,Birckenvelt, Linftau,Rank,Tf{charner, 
* and Sturler, who the fame Evening were carry’d 
* over the Schelde towards Liefkenfhock ; and in 
* the Night were follow’d by the reft of thofe Bat- 
* tallions: Meffieurs Coechorn and Dedem 
* over with thofe Troops; And laft Night the Veffels 
* that Jay here for a Guard, went up with the Tide 
* to incommode the Enemy in and about Fort Pearl, 
* To day, early in the Morning, the Enemies Lines 
* at the Point of Callo were attack’d, and after a 
* little refiftance forc’d ; on which occafion one of 
* the Enemies Captains. was taken. The Redoubr 
* of the Point of Sr. Anthony was likewife attack’d. 
* The Enemy feem’d refolv’d at firft to defend that 
* Redoubt; but feeing us getting ready our Cannon, 
* they furrender’d on Difcretion. On this good Suc- 
* cefs, Fire was put to fome Houfes for a Signal (as
